Ottawa, July 'j.— The day of Mr. 
banner's advent to power is close at 
hand. I asked the Premier to-night 
when tbe ministry were likely to resign, 
and his reply was "The day is not very 
remote." Sir Charles is naturally some- 
what uncommunicative on the subject, 
as official etiquette requires that the 
Governor-General should be the first to 
receive the Premier's intimation of bis 
intention to step out. Tbe resignation 
may take place to-morrow, but it is more 
likely to be on Wednesday. 
The ministers were in session 
this morning and this afternoon 
until G o'clock, and the cabinet are 
tin summoned for 11 o'clock to-mor- 
row. Mr. Laurier is in Montreal 
anxiously waiting a summons. One of 
Mr. Laurier's first acts as an adviser of 
Lord Aberdeen will be to request a 
proclamation further prorogueing parlia- 
ment. As stated yesterday, a delay of 
two or three weeks will be necessary so 
that the new Premier may have time to 
have re-elected tbe members of his 
Cabinet, who it is generally understood 
ire already as good hb selected. 

The loca'l W.C.T.U. have forwarded a 
petition to the city council urging the 
uloption of a curfew law in Ottawa. 

Hon. Peter White was here to-day.

Mining in the Kootenny District— An Insec 
Plague in the Cariboo Country. 

(From the New Denver Ledge.) 

Ten Mile is becoming crowded. 

Bartlett Bros, have finished their con- 
tract of packing a two carload shipment 
of ore from the Enterprise. 

Several parties have been into the 
Little Slocan Lakes this month and a 
few locations made. They report the 
ion n trv as bard and barren. 

F. Wells, R. Kirkwood and J. McKin- 
non have commenced work on the Ohio, 
a claim on the Enterprise lead, close to 
thelSpringer summit. 

Tbe Wonderful is making another 
shipment of ore. At present about a 
lozen pack animals are employed pack- 
ing the ore from the mine down to the 
siding. 

Clough and Wilcox have made the 
banner strike of the season on Ten Mile, 
having located on ten inches of solid 
galena on the mountains north of the 
half way. 

Danny McPherson has made two more 
good strikes, this time on Lemon creek, 
about five miles up. The ledge is a 
quartz with galena cubes showing up 
strongly. He traces the lead over both 
claims. 

A largo amount of development work 
will be done on the Gover and Stephen- 
son this summer. 

Al. Read has located a claim called the 
Emily Edith on Four Mile below the 
Alpha. He lias got some very line 
samples of galena quartz, 

A, Ferguson and N. Morrison have 
staked an extension on the Whatcom 
and named it tho Bcllingham. On the 
former they are in 15 feetand show good 
mineral. 

F. Griffiths has made another good 
location on a good showing of galena 
near tbe Cougar, a claim owned by him 
on the north side of Ten Mile. The 
vein, though small, is well defined, so 
lie has dubbed it " Little, But Oh My!" 

C. Trumbull and his partner hnve a 
good thing in the Oregon City, on Ten 
Mile.

Vancouver, July (i. — (Special) — 
A Colonist representative visited 
Westminster to-day to obtain accurate 
information regarding the high water. 
Tbe river was within two feet three 
inches of tbe high water mark of 1894. 
AtChilliwack on Saturday tbe water 
came over the bank, and all the farms 
close to the river are more or less under 
water, while those situated some miles 
back are also affected. Although the 
(look is caused by the water backing up 
in the Chilli wack river, as tbe town it- 
self is on a slight elevation it is hoped 
that this will prove its safety. 

At Dewdney and Nicomen island tho 
whole country is submerged, and tbe 
farmers are removing their stock and 
goods to the high lands. Mr. T. Paton, 
l trader at Dewdney, sayB the water on 
Saturday was four inches deep in Mc- 
Donald's house on Nicomen island. It 
rose three inches during Saturday night 
in twelve hours, and Mr. Paton says if 
it continues at this rate by Tuesday 
Nicomen island will be deserted. 

All other places along the river where 
there is low lying land are submerged 
and steamers ply for some distance in- 
land and take the ranchers and their 
stock to places of safety. 

Tbe damage so far in places is con- 
sidered by many to be equal to that of 
the great flood of 1891 with the exception 
of fencing, which as yet has not suffered, 

Last night the Matsqui dyke broke in 
three places, covering the prairie. The 
Pitt Meadows are holding well. A num- 
ber of low lying ranches have been par- 
tially flooded. News from the inland 
states that the river is receding at dif- 
ferent points.

London, July 6.— Robt. W. Hanbury, 
financial secretary to the treasury in the 
House of Commons to-day, to-day said 
that the government had not yet arrived 
at a decision on the subject of Imperial 
aid for a fast steamship service to Cana- 
da. He added tbat, owing to tbe com- 
ing change of government in Canada, 
the matter would probably remain in 
abeyance for a short time. " 

A peerage has been conferred on Sir 
Hercules Robinson, Governor of Cape 
Colony. 

A bill which has been introduced in 
tbe diet of Austria by Deputy Gregory 
provides that all Jews shall be excluded 
from citizen's rights, tbat their property 
shall be confiscated, and tbat corporal 
punishment shall be reintroduced for 
criminals of the Hebrew race. Deputy 
Schneider offered an amendment making 
it a crime for a Jew to marry a Gentile. 

Henry M. Stanley, the African ex- 
plorer and member of parliament for 
North Lamberton, who for several weeks 
has been suffering with gastritis, has 
had a relapse and is now seriously ill. 

Lady Mary Bligh, daughter of the 
Larl of Darnley, has been found drown- 
ed in a pond at Cobham Hill, near 
Gravesend. As she has been in ill 
health for some time past it is believed 
she committed suicide. Lady Bligh's 
death is understood to have been occa- 
sioned by a love affair. She has been 
despondent and was seen weeping in 
secluded parts of the park. She was 
missed yesterday evening and her clothes 
were found beside tbe pond this morn- 
ing. 

A dispatch to the Standard from Ath- 
ens says tbe Cretans yesterday elected a 
provisional government, decided to pro- 
claim a union of tbe islands with Greece 
and expressed the hope that autonomy 
would be granted under the surveillance 
of tbe powers. 

The Prince of Wales has issued a num- 
ber of special invitations to well known - 
people for the inspection of the Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery Company of 
Massachusetts, at Marlborough House. 
The Princess of Wales will receive the 
ladies of tbe party. 

The steamer Italia arrived at Genoa, 
and reports that Larnaca, on the Island 
of Cyprus, has been suffering from earth- 
quake shocks since July 1. The disturb- 
ances have been increasing in. violence 
and extend to Limasol. A general panic 
is said to prevail at Larnaca, and the 
government and military authorities 
have been providing tents for the 
affrighted people. The town is deserted , 
and the government offices, banks and 
telegraph offices were all under canvass 
when the steamer left Cyprus. 

Tbe House of Commons by a vote of 
275 to 190 has rejected an amendment of 
Mr. Morley protesting against tbe goy* 
eminent proposal that Indian troops i, e 
sent to Suakim to participate in the 
Nile expedition against the dervishes. 
This proposal bad proved so very un- 
popular that there was an idea that it 
might lead to a defeat of the government 
on Mr. Morley's amendment. As it was 
some twenty Unionists voted with the 
Liberals for tbe amendment, while many 
others abstained from voting. After 
Mr. Morley's amendment had been 
voted down the original proposition was 
carried by a vote of 252 to 10(3. 



KAMLOOPS. 
fFrom the Inland Sentinel. I 
E. C. Davison, who took the Dominion 
election ballot boxes into the Cariboo 
country, reports that the ranchers in the 
Chilcotin country are suffering greatly 
from the ravages of a beetle that has 
made its appearance for the first time 
this summer. It is a deep blue in color, 
about three-quarters of an inch long, 
slender and tapering forward from the 
tail, the head not being larger than a 
pinhead. It has proved itself extremelv 
destructive to all kinds of vegetable's 
and threatens to devastate the whoje 
crop. The ranchers along the Cariboo 
road are suffering severely from drought, 
and except at places where irrigation is 
possible it will go hard with them. 
Mining is becoming brisk at the various 
camps, and the prospects for a favorable 
season were never so good as now. 

Tbe Ottawa Mining Company, under 
tbe management of Capt. Garland, be- 
gan piping a few days ago on their claim 
on the banks of tbe Fraser river oppo- 
site North Bend. Thev continued pip- 
ing for 24 hours, and finding that the 
flume from the pinstock would not carry 
all the water, shut down to make tho 
necessary alterations. They made a 
clean-up of what had been run into the 
boxes and found to their surprise and 
delight that the 24 hours' piping had 
produced $080 in value of tho yellow 
metal. The gravel is uniformly fine, 
with no boulders to give anv trouble. 
Mr. John Webb, of North Bend, who 
supplied the Sentinel with tho above in- 
formation, has a claim on the Fraser 
12 miles east of the Ottawa company's, 
and on the same tide of tbe river. on 
which he proposes to put a plant this 
season. 

Tho crops throughout tho district are 
looking in fine cond tion. Fruit of all 
kinds will yield abundantly, and grain 
and vegetables will ho quite up to the 
mark.

STEVESTON. 

" Piscator " writes from Steveston : 
" Strangers are crowding in daily from 
all quarters, and of all nationalities; 
Indians from Fort Simpson downwards, 
but mostly of tho Fort Rupert tribes. 
■ laps and Chinamen and whites, arrive 
by stage, steamer, rowboat and every 
conceivable kind of conveyance, and 
whilst everything appears to be in 
readiness to commence fishing, only a 
few boats are out as yet, as on account 
of the high water and consequent amount 
of driftwood the great destruction of net 
property would more than overbalance 
the return of fish caught. It is expected 
that unless something unusual happens 
it will be a week yet before the fleet is 
dispatched. 

"Complaint is heard on the part of 
white fishermen against tho enormous 
increase of licenses granted to Japs in- 
stead of to themselves, and it is expected 
that at a meeting to he held at New 
Westminster, at which the new M. P. 
is to be present, resolutions will be 
passed dealing with the matter. 

" Costello's cannery got on lire yester- 
day somewhere near the smokestack, but 
luckily it was discovered in time, and put 
out be'fore much damage had been done. 

VERNON. 
(From the N'ews.l 
The little steamer Fairview, which 
has been tied up on Okanagan lake for 
several mouths, was unmoored on the 
morning of Dominion Day and was 
utilized to take an excursion party to 
Kelowna. Soon after her return it was 
noticed that she was on lire hut she 
rapidly burned down to the wafer's 
edge, and the boat and machinery is a 
total loss. 

On Saturday an old man named Peter 
Smiley was riding along the Mission 
road on the commonage, when, in dis- 
mounting to arrange the stirrup, the 
horse suddenly started and iie fell to the 
ground with one foot entangled in the 
stirrup. In this position lie was dragged 
about fifty yards. On being brought to 
town it was ascertained that two of his 
ribs had been broken and his head and 
face seriously contused, Mr. Smiley is a 
man of advanced years. 

The intense heat which had prevailed 
for several days was agreeably relieved 
on Monday night by a heavy and re- 
freshing shower, whicn lasted for about 
two hours. It was worth thousands of 
dollars to the farmers, as the wheat 
fields were beginning to look parched, 
and the grass on the ranges was rapidly 
becoming dried up. 

Camp Hewitt was visited last week by 
J. Wulll'sohn, of Vancouver, who is at 
the head of a stronc company of English 
capitalists looking for mining invest- 
ments in this province. He had with 
him Mr. Clemms, the company's ex- 
pert, and a large number of claims were 
visited. (J. A. IJankey, who accom- 
panied the party, returned on Tuesday 
and reports that they were well pleased 
with what they saw. Messrs. Wulll'sohn 
and Clemms continued on south and 
will visit the Boundary creek district 
before passing on to Kootenay, 

Nine carloads of young cattle were 
shipped last week from the Coldstream 
ranch to stockmen in the neighborhood 
of Calgary. 

A. B. Cray, a well-known business 
man of Victoria, recently spent a few 
days in Vernon, and was highly de- 
lighted with tho appearance of the city 
and surrounding district. 

Two claims at Camp Hewitt — the 
Comstock and Stemwinder— have re- 
cently been bonded by Mr. Pettie, on 
behalf of an English company, for 
$50,000. Considerable development work 
is also being done on other claims, and 
new locations are of frequentoceurrence. 
Over one hundred claims have so far 
been recorded in this camp and vicinity, 
and different mining experts who have 
visited it speak in high terms of its 
future. 

On Thursday morning about. 9.30 
o'clock a young man named Dennis 
Healy, who for several years bus been 
a resident of this city, expired suddenly 
at the livery stable owned by his bro- 
thers. A coroner's jury ascribed his 
death to alcoholic poisoning.

but no one has as yet succeeded in bot- 
toming it, and if the present company 
do eo, and with the energy and experi- 
ence of Mr. Dunlevy and the practically 
unlimited means behind the enterprise, 
they should succeed, a golden harvest 
will be the result beyond doubt. It is 
the general belief of old-timers that the 
Bed Hock of Big Valley, Antler, Slough 
creek, Willow river and many other 
streams in Cariboo nil carry gold in 
large paying quantities, perhaps as rich 
or richer than the famous and more 
easily worked Williams and Lightning 
creeks. 

About two and one half miles from 
Barkerville a very rich deposit has been 
found on Pleasant Valley creek by Bob 
Campbell and A. Windell. Thediggings 
are shallow and a considerable sum of 
gold was taken out without much trouble 
by ground sluicing. The average out- 
put was about one hundred dollars a 
day while the water hiBted. There is 
plenty of water about one mile and a 
half from the mine. A few days ago 
they began to survey a ditch, audit is 
expected they will have water on tho 
mine again in the fall. 

It is expected that the company re- 
presented by Mr. Clemes (the Leo Nor- 
man syndicate), will do considerable 
work on the Clement claims on the 
Fraser about twenty-live miles from 
Queanelle, these claims are supposed to 
be highly valuable. Tho quantity of 
gold bearing cement is immense, and if, 
as it is believed, it carries $4 to $0 to the 
ton in free gold it is a very magnificent 
proposition. 

Work has commenced on the Island 
Mountain quartz mines, YVm. Adams be- 
ing in charge for the company, to whom 
Mr. J. Duport lately made a bond. 
Fight thousand dollars, we are inform- 
ed, will be expended lirst, and after this 
amount has been used in development, 
if the showing is still favorable, plenty 
of money will be forthcoming to put the 
Island Mountain quartz mines where 
they should long ago have been, and 
would have been but for poor manage- 
ment, among the dividend payers of the 
Cariboo country. 

U. S. Mitchell came down this week 
from a season spent on the Clearwater, 
prospecting, hunting and trapping. His 
has been an experience such as few men 
have. Alone with a small supply of pro- 
visions and no vegetables he was attack- 
ed with scurvy, and is yet suffering from 
its effects. He brought down $1,000 
of furs, marten, wolverine, fisli and one 
silver-gray fox. 

Dr. Arthur Selwyn, the eminent geo- 
logist, who has been up here surveying 
the Law property, says that, all in all. 
Cariboo is the making of a great mining 
country, and he cannot quite under- 
stand how people will leave undeveloped 
such a section and rush away to Africa 
or Australia, as in Cariboo he does not 
think the initial point is as yet scarcely 
found. The amount taken out so far is 
not, he considers, anything more than 
an indication that this is a mining sec- 
tion. Hundreds of old creek and river 
beds will yet be uncovered, which will 
return a hundred-fold the amount need- 
ed to develop them.

VESSELS IN TROUBLE, 



Bark "Melrose," the ".Lorne" and 
the Steamer " Mischief" iu 
Awkward Predicaments. 



Damages Sustained by the Two 
Former— The "Miowera" Arrives 
Prom Australia. 



The American bark Melrose, dipt. 
Kalb, bound to aea in tow of the tug 
Lorne with a heavy cargo of mining 
propa from Maple Buy for Santa Rosalie, 
Btruek on a rock between Beechy bay 
and Secretary inland lit 11 :4G o'clock on 
Sunday night, and had it not been 
for the promptness exercised in getting 
her off she would probably he hung up 
securely on the rocks to-day. As it was 
the vessel was held fast until 2:80 
o'clock yesterday afternoon, when, with 
the assistance of the Lorne and the ad- 
vantage of high water, she floated. It 
is believed that she is not surionnly 
damaged. Her cargo of props is all in- 
tact, and she is now in Esquimalt where 
the Lorne towed her immediately after 
she floated. The Melrose leaks a little, but 
how badly damaged she is no one knows 
nor will it be known until after the 
official survey, which will be held to- 
day. The accident seems to be one of 
those which happen to the heat of navi- 
gators, among whom Capt. Brown of the 
Lorne is generally regarded as being. 
After rounding the Race light ho had, 
he says, taken the usual straight course 
down the Straits'. A quartermaster was 
at the wheel when the accident occurred. 
The weather was hazy and the vessels— 
for the Lorne also Btruek — went ashore 
under an almost nine-knot momentum. 
The Lome's hawser connection was at 
once severed and both vessels fortu- 
nately struck a shelving rock. Soon 
afterwards the Lorne floated, hut by 
this time her tow was hard and fast. The 
injuries the tug sustained are believed to 
consist chiefly of a damaged fore foot. 
The Melrose is a wooden vessel of 944 
tons, and is owned by Jonas Schoen- 
fald, of San Francisco. She is nn old 
craft, and when here last had also con- 
siderable trouble. 

A VOYAGE UNDER DIFFICULTIES. 

A telegraph message From Carmanah 
Point yesterday afternoon gave rise to 
much uneasiness in regard to the safety 
of the Bteam schooner 'Mischief, Captain 
Foot, which left here for Quatsino a 
few weeks ago. The trip was made just 
after the vessel had undergone an ex- 
tensive overhauling, and was conse- 
quently looked forward to with 
expectations of speed iness. This 
faet. addeil to the anxiety 
fel ^subsequent to the report which 
stated that the vessel had been off Car- 
manah for eighteen hours in an appar- 
ently disabled condition. The message 
was received in the mording and at dusk 
in the evening the steamer arrived. She 
had been becalmed, her machinery being 
also disabled. She had made the entire 
homeward ran under most unfavorable 
circumstances. Hershaftgot bent early 
in the voyage and this naturally delayed 
the vessel. The steamer, nevertheless, 
made the trip to Quatsino, and passing 
most of the west coast points was able to 
bring the news that more of the sealers 
have got their Indian crews and 
are now under sail North. At 
Quats'no the colonists are making 
big improvements, a number of substan- 
tial dwelling bouses and a couple of 
good sized stores now being landmarks 
of the settlement. Rev. Fa r her Xeuel- 
man, of Kyuqunt, had intended coming 
to Victoria on the Mischief, but deem- 
ing it wiser to take the Maude chartered 
the steamer Alert which was in port to 
take him to Nootka, and, it is thought, 
missed his connections. The Mischief 
reports that salmon are not yet running 
at Nootka. 

" MIOWERA " ARRIVES. 

Great schools of whales off Cape Flat- 
tery were reported by R.M.S. Miowera, 
which arrived from the Southern Seasat 
A a.m. on Sunday. The water, in the 
words of the crew, was literally alive 
with them, and the sight was very inter- 
esting, it was the only special feature 
of the long trip. The memorandum of 
the voyage, as kindly supplied the 
Colonist bv Purser Humphries, is as 
follows: "Left Sydney 7:20 p.m. 10th 
June; anchored at. Heads until S a.m. 
lltli owing to dense fog ; arrived atSuva 
5 p.m. 17th and left at 7 a.m. on the 
18th ; crossed the Equator at p.m. 21st 
in long. 171 (leg. \V.; arrived at Honolulu 
at 10 p.m. on the 2flth and left at 1 p.m. 
27th. Passed Cape V lattery 10:15 p.m. 
4th; arrived Victoria -I a.m. 6th. The 
voyage has been uneventful, fresh In 
strong head winds being met with 
throughout, making the trip rather 
longer than usual." The Miowera 
brings a large passenger list.

A REMARKABLE CHANGE. 

Since the Toronto Globe has become 
the organ of the Laurier Administration 
it bus changed its tone in n way that 
must appear to its readers amazing. It 
has become studiously moderate and 
conciliatory. It now sees that thinking 
men of all parties tire in substantial 
agreement on many subjects. It even 
goes so far as to assert that " the great 
majority of Canadians are neither free 
traders nor McKinley protectionists. It 
is probable that they trouble themselves 
less with the theory underlying either 
system than with their practical effects." 
This looks very much, indeed, as if the 
Liberals had made up their minds to 
" crawfish" on the trade question. 
It may be that the Globe has before its 
eyes the tear of its Quebec "masters," 
who are almost to a man stringent pro- 
tectionists, and finds that it will not do 
openly and boldly to advocate free trade 
in any of its forms. 

But the Globe in one important mat- 
ter of public policy is as narrowly Grit 
as ever. It is still opposed to the ex- 
penditure of money on public works 
necessary for the development of the 
country. It roars on this subject f8 
mildly as a sucking dove, but in spite of 
its caution and its affected moderation, 
Grit sectionalism and Grit stinginess 
can be seen in every sentence devoted to 
the treatment of this subject. If theGlobe 
believes that the " thinking men "of the 
Conservative parly agree with the policy 
which it outlines with respect to rail- 
ways and other public works, it is greatly 
mistaken. If the Laurier Government 
acts as the Globe advises, very few rail- 
ways or public works of any kind will be 
constructed in any part of the Domin- 
ion, except, perhaps, when a Grit dis- 
trict is clamorous and threatens to kick 
if it does not get the public work it 
demands. Even one knows how the 
only Liberal Government that the coun- 
try has had since Confederation opposed 
the construction of public works which 
were absolutely necessary for the de 
velopment of the country, and the indi 
cations are that the Laurier Govern 
tiient will be every whit as illiberal and 
as short-sighted as was the Mackenzie 
( rovernment. 



SILVER VS. GOLD. 

The silver men of the United .States 
are in high spirits. They are certain to 
carry the convention that meets to- 
morrow in Chicago by a sweeping ma- 
jority. The advocates of gold form 
minority, though a very respectable 
minority, of the Democratic party. In- 
deed, it is more than questionable, if the 
convention adopts a strong silver plat- 
form, that the advocates of a gold standard 
will remain in that party. This is the 
opinion of no less a personage than ex- 
Governor Roswell P. Flower. This is 
hie answer to the question : "Will the 
gold standard men bolt the convention 
if the silver platform iB adopted?" 

" I am frank to say if an out-and-out 
silver platform is adopted the gold 
standard men, as representing the true 
democracy, should leave the convention. 
1 believe with the defeat or success of 
silver the leaders in the movement, and 
the movement itself, will be consigned 
by the people to oblivion before the year 
has passed." 

The silver Democrats are very fur from 
believing that if they carry the conven- 
tion the party will be consigned to 
oblivion. They are fully satisfied that 
they are right and that their cause is a 
growing one. Indeed, they are not 
without hopes of carrying the country. 

What the old orthodox Democrats 
think about this movement in favor of 
silver and how they feel about it may be 
gathered from the following passage 



from a speech delivered on Saturday 
evening by Win. E. Russell : 

" For the first time in its history the 
Democratic party is urged to make the 
cardinal principle of its faith and the 
leading issue of its campaign silver mo- 
nometallism, a new and depreciated 
standard of value. The demand for free 
coinage of silver at Hi to 1, which means 
that the power and force of the govern- 
ment are to be invoked to change our 
unit of value and to substitute 00 cents 
of silver for $1 in gold, and then to ad- 
just the business of the country, all 
wages, earning und savings, all debts 
md credits, all public obligations 
the national honor to this de- 
preciated standard. The demand comes 
from a section and from a class, and ap- 
peals to a paternal government to give, 
value where none exists. Is this de- 
mand a sound Democratic principle? 
Does it accord with the teachings and 
record of our party, with the faith of 
Jefferson and Cleveland, with its un- 
flinching position always in favor of 
sound ami hard money, with its oppo- 
sition to paper legal tender and Sherman 
silver bills, with its constant, undying 
struggle against paternalism and protec- 
tion and its proud boast of being the 
people's party, broad as the nation, con- 
trolled by no class or section or selfish in- 
terest? .May the delegates here gathered 
to proclaim our old Democratic faith put 
this question to their consciences before 
they plunge ns into heresy and schism. 
I assert that this demand of a section of 
our party is a new and radical departure : 
that it is in conflict with the vital prin- 
ciples for which we successfully fought; 
that it repudiates our past Democratic 
platforms and administrations; that log- 
ically it is Republican principle and his- 
torically Republican policy; and that it 
is fraught with peril to our country and 
disaster to our party. Never yet has this 
demand been a plank in tiny national 
Democratic platform. It was expressly 
repudiated in the convention of 1870, and 
thereafter abandoned. 

Canadians are not altogether disinter- 
ested spectators of this battle of the 
standards which our neighbors are light- 
ing so fiercely. So great a change in the 
currency of the United States as the free 
coinage of silver in the proportion of 1(5 
to I, must affect business in Canada as 
well as it does business in the United 
States. If, as the advocates of a gold 
standard pretend, it drives gold from 
circulation in the United States, and 
makes silver dollars worth intrinsically 
fifty odd cents each, and paper money 
redeemable in such dollars, the only 
money current among our neighbors, so 
great a change cannot but affect 
business on this side of the 
line. The United States Government 
cannot compel Canadians to accept its 
fifty cent silver dollars or its fifty cent 
greenbacks (for that will be their value 
when silver is the standard); hut the 
change in the value of the American 
dollar will be immediately felt on this 
side of the national boundary line. 
When American currency was depreci- 
ated during the civil war the dealings 
with Canada were on a gold basis. 
Prices went up nominally in the States 
but when the Canadian paid those 
prices in gold he found they were not by 
any means high, and he was able to se 
his goods in his own country at gold 
prices, often making a very handsome 
profit. Something like this would 
very likely take place if the currency of 
the United States should be deliberately 
depreciated by Act of Congress. The 
Government might compel the people to 
call the greenbacks and the silver fifty- 
cent pieces " dollars," but no govern- 
ment in the world could compel those 
engaged in business to give a hundred 
cents worth of gold for fifty cents worth 
of silver. We know that it is said that 
if silver were made a standard of value 
in the United States its price would im- 
mediately rise. Hut would not the 
supply of silver increase correspond- 
ingly'.' The law of supply and demand 
is something that governments cannot 
set at naught or violate with 
impunity. However, if the silver 
Democrats succeed— which does not 
at this moment appear very 
likely— their theories will be put to 
a practical test. It may be that the na- 
tion will have to pay dearly for the ex- 
periment, hut the experience will be 
valuable not only to them but to all civ- 
ilized nations. There is a notion that 
there is something mysterious— we near- 
ly said magical— about money, that it is 
not subject to the ordinary laws that re- 
gulate business, and that, when gold and 
silver are coined into money they acquire 
qualities that no other commodities 
possess. The people of the United States 
it seems to us need very badly an object 
lesson on " money," and the silver Dem- 
ocrats will, if they tire allowed, be their 
instructors. 



his colleagues are under great obligations 
to them and they are the sort of people 
who set a very high value upon any obli- 
gation which they confer. We aee how 
ready their representative was to assert 
their mastership. They will he quite as 
ready to demand a quid pro quo. Poli- 
ticians of the Pacaud kind have their 
price. They generally place it at a very 
high figuro and they do not hesitate 
boldly and persistently to demand the 
whole of what they consider their ser- 
vices worth. The administration will, 
no doubt, find Pacaud and his tribe very 
hard " masters." They will, as l'Elec- 
teur exhorts, " guard their sovereignty 
well." 




LA URIER'S MAJORITY. 

The Times, adopting the figures and 
arguments— such as they are— ot the 
Ottawa Journal, denies that the Laurier 
party owes its majority to Quebec. *If 
our contemporary tried to think for it- 
self it would in a moment see that the 
Journal was wrong. According to the 
latest returns the number of straight 
Liberals returned is 115 and the number 
of straight Conservatives 88. This 
gives the Liberals a majority 
of Hut the straight Liberals 

returned from Quebec alone number -Hi, 
and the straight Conservatives Hi, giving 
the Liberals a majority of 30. From 
this it, is seen that Laurier gets the 
whole of his majority from his French- 
Canadian compatriots, and three more. 
Without the Quebec vote the Liberals 
would he (ill and the Conservatives 71'. 
These figures show as clearly as figures 
can show that Mr. Laurier gut his 
majority from Quebec. 

DESERTED. 

It seems that just now President 
Cleveland is deserted by his parly, lie 
and the great body of the Democrats 
have drifted apart, and now a great gulf 
yawns between them. .Mr. Cleveland 
has been a credit to the Democratic 
party, and that party ought to be proud 
of him. He has by his clear-headedness 
and his courage more than once or twice 
saved the business of his country from 
confusion. He has by his thoughtful- 
ness averted panic, and hv has prevented 
the people from suffering from the fool- 
ishness of Congress. But because he has 
set his face against folly and corruption 
he has made hosts of enemies. Me will 
not, however 1 , be long misunderstood. 
The time will come when he will be ap- 
preciated by the people whom he has 
ably and honestly served.

GREAT TIDAL WAVE. 

Hawaii Visited at the Same Time as the 
Californlan Coast. 

Honolulu papers by the Miowera bring 
news of a great tidal wave whose force 
appears to have been greatest on the 
island of Hawaii, whence a correspond- 
ent wrote the following, appearing in 
the Honolulu Star of June 10: 

" Truly Hawaii is a land of natural 
phenomena, for, following the recent 
activity of Mokuaweoweo, on the morn- 
ing of last Monday, a series of tidal 
waves occurred that for magnitude and 
destructive consequences have not been 
approached within the memory of the 
"oldest inhabitant "—at least fifty 
years. 

" Sunday was unnaturally calm and 
especially sultry. At 8:15 of the next 
day the waters adjacent to the Kona 
coast receded for about a quarter of a 
mile beyond low water mark and for a 
few minutes the body of old ocean was 
exposed ; then with gathering force they 
returned ' like a white-capped wall ' the 
Burging element advanced and with 
deafening roar struck the coast, spread- 
ing a long distance inland, levelling 
massive stone walls, and wrecking any 
buildings in its path. 

" All the beach population had left 
their abodes at the first indication of 
seismic disturbance. Few, however, had 
time to remove the household goods, 
which, with the outgoing flood soon re- 
treated. This gave some oppor- 
tunity for re-entering their houses 
and with feverish activity remaining 
chattels and goods were moved to 
places of comparative safety, but the 
returning waters drove the salvage corps 
from the rescue work, a lew individuals 
having narrow escapes, some climbing 
the cocoanut trees— a vantage place that 
was in itself a dangerous one amid the 
angry flood. 

" Four successive wave3 formed and 
then for an hour the general level was 
that of a very high tide. Monday evening 
one similar tidal wave came in, but as 
preparations had been made its damage 
was not great." 

In connection with the above the Star 
says : " The arrival of the tidal wave at 
Santa Cruz, Cal., at about the same 
time as at Honolulu, dissipates the 
theory that its source was near these 
islands. Where its locality was seems 
premature to guess. A wave from 
Japan, crossing by great circle route, 
might reach Santa Ci ii/. nearly as soon 
as Kona. It seems possible that the 
long chain of reefs northwest of us, 
might have broken the force of such a 
wave, so that it was slight at Honolulu, 
but greater on Hawaii."

Unexampled Dishonesty on the Part 
of the Rouge Faction— The 
Outlook. 



(From the Mail-Empire.) 

La Patrie, the Liberal paper in Montreal, 
asserted the morning after the election that 
the French-Canadian race had at last se- 
cured the sovereignty. " Guard that sov- 
ereignty well," added Mr. Lnuricr's organ. 
On the same day l'Electeur spoke in simi- 
lar terms. L'Electeur, it will he remem- 
bered, is the paper controlled by Paeaud, 
the man who kept the "toll gate" while 
Mcrcier was in power. Paeaud commenced 
life at Arthabnakaville. Mr. Laurier's home, 
a poor man. During the Mackenzie Ad- 
ministration he developed a proclivity 
for politics of the character peculiar 
to the Rouge element. An affidavit taken 
by Mr. Duval, a justice of the peace. of 
Three Rivers, asserts that when Mr. Letel- 
lier had dismissed Mr. DeHoucherville, and 
the Joly government had taken control of 
local affairs, l'acaud went to .Mr. Duval and 
tokl him that the registrarship of Three 
Rivers was vacant, that Mr. Lajoie.a Kouge 
member of the House of Commons, was 
offering fi.CKX) for it. but that lie (l'acaud) 
could get it for Mr. Duval's nephew for the 
Hum ot $1,500. 

Mr. Laurier took a fancy to Paeaud after 
this, and installed him at Quebec as the 
managerof his party paper there— l'Elec- 
teur . l'acaud has since become immensely 
wealthy. When the Mercier exposure was 
made it was discovered that he had salted 
down some of the money in New York. It 
was at l'acaud's princely mansion in Que- 
bec that Mr. Laurier received the returns 
on the night of the election. The following 
day l'acaud drew the moral in l'Electeur. 
" Never," he says, " since the French-Can- 
adian race was abandoned on the banks of

\Ve French-Canadians, yesterday baffled 
and despised, are to-day, in spite of cow- 
ards anil traitors, the masters of the ad- 
ministration." l'acaud anil La Patrie are 
undoubtedly right. The balance of power 
is now held by French-Canadians. 

It must be borne in mind, however, that 
there are two classes of French-Canadians. 
The Conservative school led years ago by 
Tuche, and more recently by Cartier, De- 
Boucherville, Angers, and Taillon, is really 
the Liberal or Canadian element. It is 
honest and tolerant. At the present mom- 
ent it has in control of the local adminis- 
tration in Quebec Mr. Flynn, a distin- 
guished Irish Catholic. It draws no race 
distinctions, but treats all citizens alike. 
It was that clement, under .Sir George 
Cartier, that came to the rescue of the Eng- 
lish Protestants, and gave them the educa- 
tional franchises which could not be ac- 
corded prior to confederation, and it was 
Mr. Taillon who recently heard the cry of 
the Protestants against Mercier's reaction- 
ary legislation, and gave the required relief. 

The Conservatives found Quebec, after 
the Mercier- Paeaud regime, swamped with 
debt and practically insolvent. They have 
since dragged the province out of the hole, 
and have actually, during the past six 
months, caused the revenue and the ex- 
penditures to balance. From the Bleus we 
have never hud anything to fear or to re- 
gret. They have" worked harmoniously 
and honestly with us for the upbuilding 
of Canada, and have been friendly 
to their British and Protestant fel- 
low citizens. The Kouge element, 
that which is about to become 
the "masters of the administration," 
has been a distinctly bad and dangerous in- 
fluence. It was opposed to Confederation 
at the outset. The younger Dorion, in- 
deed, urged during the Confederation dis- 
cussion that annexation was preferable to 
an alliance with British Canada. Sir Henri 
Gustave Joly was a distinct antagonist of 
union. Although a Protestant, he objected 
to a great British Confederation on the 
isorth American continent. Since 1807 the 
Routes have struggled against a good 
understanding between the races. They 
have espoused nationalism and annexation 
in turns. Mercier was the apostle of the 
national idea, his programme being a 
severance from Canada and Great Britain 
and the establishment of a French Repub- 
lic on the hanks of the St. Lawrence. 
Added to this we have in the Kouge faction 
dishonesty unexampled in the history of 
Canada, or, indeed, of any other country. 
Wherever the Rouge element has ruled, 
whether at Ottawa during the Mac- 
kenzie regime or at Quebec during 
the Mercier regime, or in the muni- 
cipal affairs of Montreal or Quebec, 
boodling has triumphed. At the present 
moment the Rouges are decrying the 
Premier of Quebec, because he is 
of Irish descent, and are talking of making 
l'refontaine, the uncrowned king of Mon- 
treal, his successor. The French-Canadian 
victory is a Rouge, a Nationalist victory. 
The " sovereignty," as La Patrie puts it, 
has been seized by the rascals of political 
life. "The mastersof the administration." 
the men who are going to compel the new 
government to do what they please, failing 
which they will cast it aside, are the per- 
sons whom the people of Quebec rejected 
and disgraced for cause four years ago. 

The outlook must set the people of On- 
tario thinking. Were the honest men 
among our French-Canadian fellow-citizens 
in control there would lie no reason for ap- 
prehension. But it is the Nationalist, the 
anti-Canadian, the Tammany influence, 
that has become the "master of the ad- 
ministration," and, as a consequence, we 
have much to fear. The protection of the 
i ntercst s of British Canada during the next 
few years is going; to be a difficult task. 
We shall be faced by legislation subversive 
of Ontario's interests, and by huge bood- 
ling outlays, fur which we, the people of 
Ontario, will have to pay. Ontario, in a 
word, will be on the defensive, and we shall 
lauve to exercise our best efforts to ward oil' 
the evils that threaten until the hour of 
peril is past. 



THAT PILE BRIDGE.

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FOIiNT ELL ICE BKIDGE. 

To the Editor:— While many proposi- 
tions for replacing the broken bridge at 
Point EUice have been made 1 am surprised 
that no mention of a wire rope suspension 
bridge has appeared in your columns; 
bridges of this kind present advantages 
which, I think, might well be taken ad- 
vantage of in the present instance. To 
construct a bridge of any kind which would 
hear the weight of a street car containing a 
hundred or so passengers, to say nothing 
of a crowd of pedestrians, bicycles and 
vehicles of all kinds, must of necessity be 
an expensive undertaking, hut the wire 
rope suspension bridge readily lends itself 
to the possibility of being greatly strength- 
ened from time to time, so that a bridge of 
moderate strength and cost being lirst con- 
structed, it might from year to year receive 
accessions of strength until the desired 
limit of expenditure had been reached, and 
a factor of safe tv arrived at so lii^h that all 
possibility of danger from 
had disappeared.

Suspension bridges are liable to he 
upset or laterally dctlected by high winds, 
hence it is necessary to adopt a proper 
system of guy ropes attached to the roud- 
wnv and anchored below. 

When, however, the waterway under- 
neath is, as in the ease of Point Ellice. a 
place of public resort and recreation, the 
guy system may take the form of an arc of 
wire below the roudwiiy, corresponding to 
the arc ol the cable above but inverted, and 
connected with the roadway by a sufficient 
number of light wire stays; the waterway 
would thus reinainclear. The measure and 
mode of damage which might he done upon 
such a system of wire cables by electricity 
would have to be carefully gone into and 
the best preventive measures adopted. I 
put u)i several wire bridges in the Hima- 
layas lor the Indian government w hich suc- 
cessfully stood a working test far above 
what they were calculated for, and 1 be- 
lieve that, if properly constructed, nothing 
could be better suited for the requirements 
of Point Ellice.

In the secon ' 
place, in connection with the school 
question, French racial prejudice hni 
been stirred up by the Grits to a do 
plot-able degree', and the Freud 
vote has gone against the gov 
eminent and in favor of a Frenc.l 
Catholic for premier. In the face of 
such prejudices, reason was powerless. 
A CROP OK PREJUDICE, 

Montreal Gazette : The anti-French 
anti-Catholic agitation which the Mc- 
Carthy-Martin wing of the Laurier coin 
bination has been conducting for years 
past now has not prepared the mass of 
the Protestant population for govern 
tnetit by an almost solid French delega 
tion from Quebec. The double policy on 
which the Liberals conducted the hit 
campaign, pro-Catholic in Quebec and 
anti-Catholic in the other province 
will likely he found to have left seeds of 
discontent, in Ontario especially, which 
a cleverer manager than Mr. Laurier 
might find it difficult to prevent from 
growing up into tin awkward crop of 
prejudice. 

FHE.VCII LIBERALS PLEDGED. 

Stratford Herald : — The immense turn 
over in Quebec in favor of Mr. Laurier, 
which has been a puzzle to Liberals and 
Conservatives alike, is to be accounted 
for in the last grand wobble of Mr 
Laurier. The Liberal leader's paper 
in Quebec, L'Electeur, made the fol- 
lowing announcement on the eve of the 
election :— " Let this (act be well re 
marked: — All the Liberal candidate! 
have pledged themselves in writing to 
vote in favor of a remedial bill such 
as is demanded by our bishops. X 
Conservative candidate lias yet taken 
this solemn engagement." Thus it will 
be seen that thousands of electors in 
other provinces have been duped into 
voting for a French Premier by Mr. 
Laurier'S honeyed words and nicely- 
rounded phrases about " conciliation," 
while the Frenchmen of Quebec, secure 
in the written pledges of Liberal candi- 
dates, have trained control of the country 
Defeat by any other name could not 
smell as sweet. 

" NO COERCION ! " 

Hamilton Herald: — Premier Mowat 
gave Librarian Preston a holiday in 
order that he might run as a Liberal 
candidate. Premier Greenway bounced 
Winnipeg's police magistrate because he 
dared to work for the Conservative can- 
didate in Winnipeg. Which goes to 
show that provincial officials should not, 
interfere in Dominion politics —on the 
wrong sitle.

Influential Petition Asking for 
Steel and Stone Bridge 
Across the Arm. 



The Motion to Dismiss Dr. Duncan 
Lost on the Mayor's Cast- 
ing Vote. 



The rates and taxes by-law was the 
first thing taken up at lust night's city 
council meeting, the rules being am 
pended for that purpose. 

In committee of the whoie the Mayor 
sttited that, including education, board 
of health, and an additional $1,000 for 
electric light maintenance, the total es^ 
timnted expenditure for the year would 
be about $353,890. 

A discussion arose as to how to meet 
the extra amount needed for roads and 
bridges to make up for the $5,200 taken 
to build the pile bridge across the Arm. 

At.u. Tiakks pointed out that $2,500 
would have been quite enough for a 
temporary bridge instead of wasting 
$5,2o0 on what be called a "trumpery 
structure." 

Ai d. Partridge moved that, 12 mills 
be ihe general rate on improvements, 
and this was carried. 

The special rate for educational pur- 
poses was lixid at two mills upon land 
and the special rate for board of health 
purposesat one mill on land. 

The by-law was put through commit- 
tee, read a third time and passed. 

The qualification of electors by-law 
was reconsidered and finally passed. 

The council then went into committee 
on the bicycle by-law. Considerable 
objection was taken to the section re- 
quiring bicyclists to carry lamps at night 
and it was struck out. The committee 
then rose and the report was adopted. 

The bridge question came to the front 
again on the following petition being 
read : 

"Whereas on the 20th May, 1800, a 
span of Point Ellice bridge collapsed, 
and in consequence all traffic between 
Victoria and Esquimalt has been stop- 
ped ; and whereas it is desirable that 
any new bridge that may be constructed 
should he Imilt with a view of providing 
not only for present needs but future 
contingencies, and should be a substaiv 
tial stone and steel bridge, and that the 
provincial government and tramway 
company shall be requested to contribute 
to the expense of such structure: 

" Your petitioners therefore pray that 
your honorable body will at once intro- 
duce a by-law (under seccion GO, Muni- 
cipal clauses act, 1806) and submit the 
same to I he electors of the said city for 
authority to raise a sufficient sum to 
pay the proportion of the cost of the 
stone and steel bridge before men- 
tioned which must he bornt 
by the city ratepayers. Or 

in the event of the refusal of the provin- 
cial government and tramway company 
to assist in the work, then to raise a 
sufficient sum to defray the whole cost 
of such bridge." The petition was 
signed by :

Ald. Macmillan objected that the 
petition wits really playing into the 
bands of the tramway company. 

Tub Mavou suggested that the first 
thing to do was to have a report from 
the assessor whether the amount of prop- 
erty represented was correct. 

Aid). Williams therefore moved that 
the petition be referred to the select com- 
mittee already appointed to interview 
the government in regard to asking as- 
sistance; and also to the city assessor 
to report as to whether or not the peti- 
tion complied with the requirements of 
the municipal act as to the amount of 
property. 

This was curried. 

Ald. Tiarks then moved, seconded by 
Aid. Partridge, that the city engineer 
furnish an estimate for a steel and stone 
bridge across the Arm at Point Ellice. 

At Aid. Murchant's request it was em- 
bodied in the resolution that, a similar 
estimate be made for a bridge across 
James Bay. 

Ald. Williams thought that u steel 
and stone bridge across James Hay was 
a mistake, as he believed the best way 
there was to put up retaining walls ami 
till in a solid roadway, 

A further amendment was offered by 
Aid. Marchant to add that estimates be 
also obtained for a bridge at Telegraph 
street. 

Ald. Willi ims had been prepared to 
vote for Aid. Tiurks' original motion lor 
estimates for a bridge across the Arm, 
but now that the motion had been so 
added to that it was involved, he would 
vote against it. 

The motion was put and lost. 

Ai.o. Macmillan, seconded by Aid. 
Marchant, moved that the services of 
Dr. Geo. Duncan as medical health 
officer be dispensed with after the 10th 
inst. 

Alii. Maiicuant made a long speech, 
repeating his assertions made at the 
hoard of health that Dr. Duncan had 
broken the regulations and his services 
should therefore be dispensed with. 

At. p. Glovkb thought the resolu- 
tion more severe than was warranted. 
It had been shown by the health by-law 
that the health officer had acted within 
his powers. Really the only sin that the 
medical health officer had committed 
was in disobeying the Mayor's orders 
but the alderman did not believe for one 
moment that the health of the city had 
been endangered by Dr. Duncan's nc 
tion. 

A i.ii. Wilson while acknowledging 
that Dr. Duncan had done wrong and 
should be condemned, considered the 
resolution too severe. Ho thought it 
ought to be amended so that instead of 
being dismissed Dr. Duncan's resigna- 
tion be requested. 

Ald. Williams, before voting, would 
like to call attention to Aid. Marchant 
reiterating what was not correct when 
he stated that Dr. Duncan had broken 
the regulations that he had set up 
Right was right, and the alderman did 
not believe in a man trying to make out 
what was not correct. Dr. Duncan was 
acting within the powers that he had 
under the by-law. 

Ald. Humphbey did not care what 
was in the regulations; he did not think 
Dr. Duncan had any discretion, and 
would vote for a resolution asking him 
to resign. 

The resolution was amended by the 
mover to request Dr. Duncan to send in 
his resignation before the 10th inst. 

Ald. Mac.millan followed with a little 
attack on the Colonist and then went 
on to insinuate that Dr. Duncan was 
actuated by political motives in letting 
the suspect loose. Dr. Duncan, be said, 
bad broken the regulations and had done 
so through political expediency. 

Alii. Partridge remarked that for the 
last four years Dr. Duncan had done 
faithful work for the city and urged that 
a reprimand was quite sufficient. 11 
believed that, those who were inde- 
pendent of politics would take the same 
view as he did. 

The question was then put, the vote 
standing : 

For. — Aid. Macmillan, Humphrey, 
Marchant, Cameron and Wilson. 

Against. — Aid. Partridge, Williams, 
Tiarks and ( Hover. 

Aid. Clover not voting at first the 
Mayor requested him to state whether 
he would vote for or against the motion, 
and the alderman said he wotdd vote 
against the resolution. 

Hts Worship then said he would like 
to state his own position before voting. 
In this particular instance Dr. Duncan 
had done wrong in not observing what, 
he (the Mayor) had told him. There 
were two letters, however, from medical 
men, Dr. Davie and Dr. Helmcken, sus- 
taining Dr. Duncan's statement that 
the health of the city had not been 
jeopardized, and as he (the Mayor) con- 
sidered the resolution too strong under 
the circumstances be would vote with 
the minority. The motion was there- 
fore lost. 

Ald. Humphrey amid the applause of 
some of the audience said he did not 
think the Mayor should have taken the 
trouble to make Aid. Glover state how 
he wished to vote. 

The Mayor replied that on a question 
of this kind ho thought every alderman 
should Btate how he wished his name 
recorded. 

On the city engineer's report the coun- 
cil declared Rock Bay bridge in condi- 
tion to bo open for ordinary vehicular 
traffic. 

It was after 11 o'clock when the meet- 
ing adjourned.
